Heritage At Work 



Dr. Yi Chu Wang, a specialist 
in Chinese Studies and professor 
of history at Queens College, City 
University of New York, will be 
at Methodist College on Sept. 28 
and 29 as a Danforth Visiting 
Lecturer 

Dr. Wang will give a public 
lecture on "The Origins of 
Chinese Communism" and a 
convocation talk on 
"Contemporary Chinese 
Leaders." In two informal or 
class meetings he will discuss 
"The Peking Regime— The First 
Two Decades". "Values and 
Institutions in Traditional 
China"; "Western Inpact on 
China in the Last 100 Years". 

The visiting lecturers program 
under which Dr Wang comes 
here was initiated in 1957 by the 
Arts Program of the Association 
of American Colleges, and is 
supported by a grant from the 
Danforth Foundation. Its purpose 
is to assist colleges in their 
efforts to strengthen liberal 
education. Each year several 
people of outstanding intellectual 
stature from this country and

The first meeting of the 
Methodist College Delegation to 
the North Carolina Student 
Legislature was held on 
September 7. The Delegation 
presently consists of Jim 
Ledford, Chairman, Class of 72;

Tommy Smith, a senior at 
Methodist College was elected 
state President of the North 
Carolina Student Legislature at 
its Annual Session in April, 1971 
in Raleigh, North Carolina. 

Many topics were discussed at 
the meeting. Arrangements were 
made for the first Interim 
Council Meeting September 19 at 
the University of North Carolina 
at Greensboro. Several ideas 
were mentioned for possible 
investigation toward proposed 
legislation. Detailed research 
will begin as soon as the 
Delegation is fully staffed. 

The North Carolina Student 
Legislature is one of the oldest 
student law-making bodies of its 
type in the country. It has been 
the advocate for many changes 
which were subsequently adopted 
by the General Assembly of 
North Carolina. It proposed the 
abolition of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
and was one of the first state- 
wide student organizations to 
invite the participation of Negro 
Colleges and Universities. It also 
passed legislation concerning the 
legality of inter-racial 
marriages. Although it has not 
always been smooth sailing, this 
year's 35th Annual Session 
establishes it as the oldest 
continuing assembly of its kind in 
the United States. The Student 
Legislature of North Carolina 
possesses a heritage for which all 
the students of North Carolina 
can be proud. Those involved in 
Student Legislature have this 



heritage in mind while working 
for a better Nor*h Carolina for all 
its citizens. Methodist College 
has been honored for the past two 
years for its accomplishments in 
Student Legislature and this 
year's Delegation affirms to 
continue this outstanding record.

Horner has also taught at Elon 
College. He is a former resident 
of Chapel Hill. His wife teaches 
Chemistry at Meredith College. 
Dr. Horner stated that he likes 
Methodist very much. 



Dr Hollis is our new Assistant 
Professor of Biology. His degrees 
include a B.S. in Biology and an 
M.S. in Zoology from Stephen F. 
Austin State University, and a 
Ph. D. in Zoology from Oklahoma 
University. Dr. Hollis has 
formerly taught in Beaumont 
High School in Texas, and at the 
University of Oklahoma. He and 
his family formerly lived in 
Sooner Norman, Oklahoma. Dr. 
Hollis likes Methodist and he 
especially likes working in the 
close student-faculty relationship 
atmosphere that he has found 
here. 

Last but by no means least, we 
have Mr. Motes. Mr. Motes 
becomes our Instructor in 
Economics and Business 
Administration. His degrees are 
an A.S. from South Georgia 
College, a B.S. and B.A. in 
general business from West 
Georgia College, and a M B A 
in general business from the 
University of Georgia. While was 
at the University of Georgia, Mr 
Motes served as a graduate 
assistant. Mr. Motes especially 
enjoys teaching marketing. He 
describes himself as a sports 
enthusiast. Mr. Motes is a native 
of Jacksonville, Florida. His 
tirst impression of Methodist is 
the faculty and students are 
extremely friendly, he further 
stated that his reception was 
warm and cordial.

Shippensburg (Pa.) State 
College, Dickinson College, 
University of Chicago, University 
of Kansas. He was associate 
professor of history for three 
years at the University of North 
Carolina. After teaching at 
Columbia University in the 
summer of 1965, he assumed his 
present position at Queens 
College. 

The professional honors of Dr. 
Wang include fellowships from 
the Earhart Foundation. Volker 



Fund, University of Chicago, and 
Social Science Research Council 
The American Council of 
Learned Societies awarded him a 
grant to work on programs of 
Association of Asian Studies 
annual conferences from 1958 to 
1963. In August, 1965 he was a 
panelist at the Yale Conference 
on the Chinese Revolution of 191 1 , 
and in 1965-66 was Visiting 
Scholar at the East Asian 
Institute. Columbia University 

The University of North 
Carolina published Dr Wang's 
"Chinese Intellectuals and the 
West" in 1966. He has also 
authored articles in Chinese and 
English for numerous 
publications. 

Dr. Wang's public lecture will 
be Tuesday night, Sept. 28. at 8 
p.m. in the Science Building 
Auditorium He will also address 
the faculty and student body at 
the 11:30 assembly on 
Wednesday, Sept 29 



Senate Continues Work 



Wednesday, Sept. 8, saw the 
start of the 9th Senate of 
Methodist College. Presided over 
by the new President, Jim 
Ledford, the Senate hopes for a 
very rewarding and exciting year 
for the student body In years 
past, the Senate has been 
attended by very few people 
These few are mostly the ones 
who are already involved in the 
Student Government and take an 
active part anyway. Being a 
legislative body, the Senate has 
been delegated the function of 
determining issues which affect 
the welfare of the student body. 
The Senate meetings are open to 
all students. Everyone is urged to 
attend. 

Business taken up at this first 
meeting of the new year showed 
that this Senate will not be a do- 
nothing Senate The first order of 
business was a bill introduced by 
Senator Davidson, class of '73, to 
delete the pre-trial investigation 
from the court proceedings. The 
pre-trial, although a workable 
idea, proved to be unsuitable for 
this college. The senators agreed 
and the bill passed unanimously. 

The next order of business was 



a bill introduced by Senator 
Dillman. class of '73. to do away 
with the present office of 
President of Entertainment It 
created a committee formed of a 
representative from each of the 
four classes appointed by their 
respective class presidents and 
the Vice-President of the SGA. 
who will be the automatic 
chairman. The purpose of setting 
up the committee in this way is 
that the decisions of the 
committee will be arrived at 
through a majority consent After 
much discussion of the matter, 
the bill passed without a 
dissenting vote 

The next order of business was 
also introduced by Senator 
Dillman. It was in the form of two 
bills that were designed to show 
the senators of the many small 
and varied discrepancies in the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the 
student body. The purpose behind 
the bills was to show the need for 
revision and correction The 
point was made and both bills 
passed without dissenting votes. 

There was no other business so 
the Senate adjourned until the 
next meeting on Sept. 22 at 7:00. 



Rise In Student Employment 



There has been a large 
increase in student employment 
here at Methodist. Financial Aid 
Officer, Tommy Manning, 
estimates that this increase could 
be as great as a 50 percent 
increase. 

The men's dorms have both 
received six new student janitors 
in place of previous full-time 
employees. Seven male student 
security guards will replace the 
past full-time staff in the girl's 
dorms. 

Eight students now take over 
the jobs previously performed by 
the hostesses in the Student 
Uryon. The student services in 
the union have resulted in new 



hours of operation. The union is 
now open until 11:00 every night 
and all day on Sundays. 

In the new area 
"Environmental Studies," 
headed by Mr. Crutchfield of the 
Science Department, five 
students will be employed. The 
group will attempt to clean out 
the amphitheater area, and as a 
long-term project, to work on de- 
polluting the pond. 

All on campus positions have 
been filled for this semester.

The S G A. is interested in service to the community as well Plans 
are now under way to provide a location for a dance with all proceeds 
going to the Day Care Center for Retarded Children. This is the first 
time something of this nature has been attempted. 

It appears that the S G A. has done more than its share As Don said, 
"With the increase in the entertainment fee, we believe the students are 
expecting more and therefore we are planning to provide more Our 
success depends on whether or not students will support the activities, 
especially Homecoming " 

Hopefully, students will realize that it is to their benefit to support all 
activities The S G A. has done an excellent job so far. Now it's up to the 
students to show their support to make these plans realities. 

What Are Our Rights? 

One of the often-heard gripes on this campus is that the students are 
being treated as children Frequently we are told that we are no longer 
in grade school, that we must put away the things of a child, and that we 
will be expected to act like adults Yet some members of the 
administration and faculty continually view their students as juveniles, 
if not babes in swaddling clothes. 

It is said that experience is the best teacher, but we are not allowed to 
discover this fact for ourselves. Instead, we are told exactly how we will 
act in a given situation even BEFORE we ourselves know! If mistakes 
are to be made or if the results of our activities are to be failures, at 
least we will have the satisfaction of knowing that the decision to act 
was our own and that m must accept the responsibility for any such 
action. 

Granted, there are some things known to be dangerous No one need 
experience a head-on collision at 100 mph to know that some one may be 
hurt, if not killed. Also, there are those students among us who will take 
advantage of any situation. But should the majority suffer because of 
what a small minority of students may or may not do? 

If the federal and state governments see fit to recognize our ability to 
make decisions as adults, why can the administration and faculty not do 
the same"' We are not asking for carte blanche privileges; rather, we 
are asking for the right to be treated as adults, for the right to make 
decisions on our own, for the right to contribute in a mature manner to 
our society!

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Survey From The Stacks 



This is a message to the 
students from your Librarian and 
her staff Many of you will 
remember a day last spring when 
an opportunity was given each of 
you to fill in a sheet with 
suggestions, complaints, or 
eomments about your Library. 
Some of you may think that was 
to be the last of it. but not so. 
These questionnaires have been 
tabulated, classified, digested, 
counted, examined, recorded and 
some rather interesting 
conclusions drawn. 

First, how much is the library 
used'' Most students use the 
library several times weekly, but 
H percent use it more than a day 
and 28 percent use the library 
fewer times than once a week 

The greatest use of the library 
is for studying for a class or test 
and doing research for a paper; 
but we must watch out for the 6> 2 
percent who neither toil nor spin 
nor read for recreation, nor do 
they check out books! Why are 
they in the library? They are here 
for an activity called "other". 

Evaluation of the collections 
found varying amounts of 
dissatisfaction; about 40 percent 
found the general collection 
lacking in some way , 34 percent 
wished there were more 
periodicals and only 7 percent 
found fault with the Reference 
collection. The surprise here is to 
discover an astounding number 
of students who felt they had no 
basis on which to evaluate the 
library's holdings. Some 
inadequacies are inevitable in 
any but the largest libraries. 
Materials are continually being 
added with recommendations 
coming from faculty, librarians 
and any other interested persons. 

Out of the thousands of books 
published annually as well as 
those previously published but 
not owned by the library a choice 
must be made of those which are 
needed for our particular course 
offerings, size, and makeup of the 
student body. We must 
unfortunately be constantly 
aware of its restrictions posed by 
the budget, restrictions which 
make careful selection essential. 

Fewer than one-half of the 
respondents to the questionnaire 
were unsatisfied with the hours 
that the library is open. To those 



we would like to say that we hope 
they can find sufficient time to 
use the library in the hours 
provided If requested, we stay 
open later during exam periods. 
The library is open more hours 
weekly than required by the 
Accreditation Committees To 
extend hours would demand 
more staff than now available or 
result in spreading the staff too 
thin. 

As a whole, the students were 
satisfied with the performance of 



the staff Only two were singled 
out by name, one in a 
complimentary way and one in a 
wildly uncomplimentary way 
Each member of the library staff 
is here to make available to you, 
the student, the material you 
need at the time you want it, 
which is not to say that your work 
is to be done for you With the 
cooperation and support of all, 
the library is and will continue to 
be the heart of your academic 
life.

Testing Dates Announced 



College seniors preparing to 
teach school may take the 
National Teacher Examinations 
on any of the four different test 
dates announced today by 
Educational Testing Service, a 
nonprofit, educational 
organization which prepares and 
administers this testing 
program 

New dates for the testing of 
prospective teachers are 
November 13, 1971, and January 
29, April 8, and July 15, 1972. The 
tests will be given at nearly 500 
locations throughout the United 
States, ETS said. 

Results of the National Teacher 
Examinations are used by many 
large school districts as one of 
several factors in the selection of 
new teachers and by several 
states for certification or 
licensing of teachers Some 
colleges also require all seniors 
preparing to teach to take the 
examinations. The school 
systems and state departments of 
education which use the 
examination results are listed in 
an NTE leaflet entitled Score 
Users which may be obtained by 
writing to ETS. 

On each full day of testing, 
prospective teachers may take 
the Common Examinations 
which measure their professional 
preparation and general 
educational background and a 
Teaching Area Examination 
which measures their mastery of 
the subject they expect to teach. 

Prospective teachers should 
contact the school systems in 
which they seek employment, or 
their colleges, for specific advice 
on which examinations to take 
and on which dates they should be 
taken. 



The Bulletin of Information for 
Candidates contains a list of test 
centers, and information about 
the examinations, as well as a 
Registration Form Copies may 
be obtained from college 
placement officers, school 
personnel departments, or 
directly from National Teacher 
Examinations. Box 911,

Scholarship applicants are urged 
to register for either the 
November or the February 
administration. 

The Admission Test for 
Graduate Study in Business is an 
aptitude test designed to measure 
abilities and skills that are 
developed over a long period of 
time. It is not a measure of 
achievement or knowledge in 
specific subject matter and does 



not presume undergraduate 
preparation in business subjects 
While casual repetition of the 
test is discouraged, individuals 
who have reason to believe that 
Lheir original scores are atypical 
.nay register in the usual manner 
and repeat the test In such cases, 
the two most recent scores will be 
reported to designated 
institutions Score reports are 
sent only to the candidate, to his 
undergraduate placement office, 
and to graduate schools he 
designates 

The Bulletin of Information for 
Candidates includes a 
registration form, the names of 
the graduate schools that require 
the ATGSB. sample questions 
and detailed information about 
examination centers, fees, and 
score reporting For candidates 
planning to take the test in the 
United States, Canada, Canal 
Zone, or West Indies, the 
reg' • -ation deadline ithe date by 
which the registration form and 
fee must be received by 
Educational Testing Service I is 
three weeks before a test date; 
elsewhere, the deadline is five 
and one-half weeks. Order forms 
for the Bulletin are available 
from the Office of Guidance & 
Placement room 203 in the 
Classroom Building.

GRADUATE RECORD EXAM 
Educational Testing Service 
announced today that 
undergraduates and others 
preparing to go to graduate 
school may take the Graduate 
Record Examinations on any of 
six different test dates during the 
current academic year. 

It will be administered at 
Methodist College on the first 
testing date for the GRE October 
23, 1971. Scores from this 
administration will be reported to 
the graduate schools around 
December 1. Students planning to 
register for the October test date 
are advised that applications 
received by ETS after October 5 
will incur a $3.50 late registration 
fee. After October 8, there is no 
guarantee that applications for 
the October test date can be 



processed. 
The other five test dates are 
December 11, 1971, January 15, 
February 26, April 22, and June 
17, 1972. Equivalent late fee and 
registration deadlines apply to 
these dates. Choice of test dates 
should be determined by the 
requirements of graduate schools 
or fellowships to which one is 
applying. Scores are usually 
reported to graduate schools five 
weeks after a test date. This test 
will also be administered at 
Methodist College April 22, 1972. 

The Graduate Record 
Examinations include ar 
Aptitude Test of general 
scholastic ability and Advanced 
Tests measuring achievement in 
19 major fields of study. Full 
details and registration forms for 
the GRE are contained in the 
1971-72 GRE Information 
Bulletin. The Bulletin also 
contains forms and instructions 
for requesting transcript service 
on GRE scores already on file 
with ETS.

Paper Cup." 

A year of self -enforced absence 
resulted in the album Jimmy L 
Webb: Words and Music, which 
was released in the latter part of 
1970 

Sharing the billing for 
Saturday's Concert with Jimmy 
Webb are "The Bells", a group 
hailing from Canada Like most 
"overnight sensations" this 
group has been working at its 
profession for a long time.

A Coincidentally. this year's 
freshman class is identical to last 
year's class. Last year we began 
with 183 new freshmen and 15 
transfer freshmen This year we 
have 183 new freshmen and 15 
transfer freshmen. However, 
although our freshman class is 
identical to last year's, we began 
our new academic year with 21 
fewer students, the loss being in 
the number of students 
transferring to our sophomore 
and junior classes.

Last week, (his reporter had an 
opportunity to interview Dr L 
Stacey Weaver. President of 
Methodist College, to ascertain 
his viewpoints and feelings on 
various matters that are 
affecting Methodist College The 
ma jority of the questions asked of 
Dr Weaver dealt with the aims 
or purposes of Methodist College, 
the responsibility of the school to 
the students, and on the future of 
the school. 

With regard to the 
responsibilities of the school to 
both the students and their 
parents or guardians, Dr 
Weaver felt that while the term in 
loco parentis had been 
liberalized a great deal, the 
college still has certain legal 
positions with regard to the 
students and their well being. On 
an ethical point of view, the 
school had a certain 
responsibility to create an 
orderly atmosphere that is 
conducive to the pursuit of one's 
education To further their 
education is the major reason 
students go to schools of higher 
learning, and the schools have an 
obligation of providing both the 
oppportunity to study and the 
proper atmosphere for study. 

Op. n Dorm Policy 
When questioned about his 
statement in assembly 
concerning a policy of open 
dorms, Dr Weaver said that the 
statement reflected his own 
personal beliefs. Going further. 



he also said that the matter had 
been brought before the Faculty 
Committee on Student Affairs 
and that the committee 
recommended that a policv of 
open dorms has not been 
approved. He sustained their 
position, feeling that while it is 
not possible to maintain a perfect 
society, most people do prefer 
some type of order in their 
society 

The subject of a continued 
decrease in enrollment was 
brought up, a problem that all 
private colleges and universities 
are facing with only rare 
exceptions. In discussing the 
problem. Dr Weaver concerned 
himself first with Methodist, 
then with education in general 
Here at Methodist, the drop of 
enrollments creates a serious 
problem of unused facilities. As 
about HO percent of the operating 
revenue comes from student 
tuition, any loss in the number of 
students means a loss of income 
As a result, the school is faced 
with cutbacks in operations 
Cutbacks in faculty has been 
done in such a way as to insure 
the continued ottering of all our 
majors Unlike other schools. 
Methodist will not try to save 
money by eliminating any 
department.

Delegation Formed 



The establishment of the 
Methodist College delegation to 
the North Carolina Student 
Legislature is provided for in 
Title HI of the SGA Constitution, 
under the heading of "Special 
Councils of the Association." The 
purpose of the delegation as 
stated in the constitution is: a) to 
create legislation that will benefit 
the state of North Carolina; b) to 
give the members of the 
delegation an oppportunity to 
participate in the processes of 
legislation; and c) to represent 
Methodist College so that it will 
take its place in the academic 
community and promote a 
working relationship with 
colleges and universities in the 
state of North Carolina. 

The delegation is now m the 
process of taking and reviewing 
applications for membership. 
Each nominee for a position on 
the delegation must be approved 
by the senate prior to take a 
place on the delegation. Mr. Jim 
Ledford, Chairman of the 
Methodist College delegation, 



stated that there were currently 
eight members on the delegation, 
with two places still to be filled. 

In discussing the delegation 
and the work it is doing, Ledford 
said that they were currently 
studying a number of possible 
bills. The nature of these 
potential bills dealt with the 
merit system in the selection of 
judges, automobile insurance 
that would include some form of 
no fault clause, commercial 
credit production, and birth 
certificate re-evaluation. The 
members have been busy 
collecting information, writing 
letters, and generally laying the 
foundations for this year's 
delegation. 

Mr. Tommy Smith, a senior 
from Methodist, was elected to 
serve as this year's president of 
the North Carolina Student 
Legislature. 

This year, as in the past, 
Methodist will be well 
represented when the convention 
meets in Raleigh. 



committee members the fact that 
any legislation vetoed by the 
executive branch must be 
returned to the Senate with 
reasons explaining why. 

Senator Ledford made a motion 
to enter close session for 
approving the N.C. SSL 
delegation members that had 
been selected. The newly elected 
Freshmen, though not sworn in, 
were given the privilege of sitting 
in on the closed session through 
the decision of the chair (Senator 
Safley presiding). The following 
were approved for S.S.L.: Jeff 
Olson, Ronnie Williams, Mike

Senator Brown, chairman for 
the Orientation Committee, 
reported that his committee had 
seen areas in the Orientation 
Code that needed to be studied 
(ie: the length of time required 
for the wearing of the beenie and 
the non -enforcement of the code 
itself). It was stated that the

Disenchantment 
With Education 
Economics plays a definite role 
in the problems of private 
institutions, yet Dr. Weaver also 
feels that there is some 
disenchantment on the part of the 
general public with education, a 
disenchantment that stems in 
part from the furor of the past 
few years While public financial 
support has dropped, the support 
that this school receives from the 
Methodist Church has not. A pos- 
sible avenue of financial help is 
from the government, both state 
and national. The North Carolina 
legislature passed a bill to aid 
college students, but it did not 
involve a significant amount of 
money. The United States 
Congress has a bill that has just 
left committee. The bill is 
designed to aid students in the 
pursuit of their education. 
However, Dr Weaver sees this 
help as being a long way off due 
to the red tape of paperwork and 
the time needed to raise the 
alloted revenue. 

When asked how students and 
alumni could help increase 
enrollments here at Methodist, 
Dr. Weaver echoed the 
sentiments of other educators. 
Students are the best form of 



advertisement that a school could 
have Their contacts with 
students still in the high schools 
can do much to interest 
prospective students 

Requirements Unchanged 

In view of the drop in 
enrollment. Dr Weaver was 
asked whether Methodist has 
lowered its requirements for 
admittance He stated that there 
had been no lowering of 
requirements for either entering 
freshmen or for transfer 
students However, he pointed 
out that a number of students who 
had been dismissed from state 
schools because of academic 
problems were admitted to 
Methodist since the policy of this 
school is not to dismiss students 
for academic reasons at the end 
of the first semester of their 
freshmen year here The transfer 
records of a student are 
considered as if he were a student 
of Methodist College. If a student 
should be dismissed for academic 
reasons after their freshmen 
year, that student could re-apply 
for admission after one 
semester's absence and the 
matter would be taken under 
consideration 

As the purposes of Methodist 
College, Dr Weaver stated that 
academic excellence did not 
mean an et'ication of the 
intellectually elite, rather, it 
meant that the school should 
offer the best education possible 
to those students who desire and 
who can complete an education in 
the liberal arts The importance 
of the liberal arts education lies 
in the fact that the liberal arts are 
the basis for any professional 
training, regardless of the field of 
specialization. 

Looking to the future. Dr. 
Weaver sees Methodist as 
occupying an important place or 
role in both the community and in 
education He feels that we 
should not become discouraged 
by our problems, neither should 
we minimize them. Private 
colleges and universities will 
continue to be an integral part of 
American education. No 
institution can be all things for all 
persons Instead. Dr. Weaver 
stated that a school must stick 
to the purposes that were set 
down by the school

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Involvement Needed 

One of the refreshing characteristics of this year's SGA is that the 
officers are not afraid of trying something new or different. To the 
casual observer, the student government here at Methodist seems to be 
better organized than some preceding administrations have been. This 
is evident in the fact that the plans for Homecoming '71 were finalized at 
an earlier date than before. 

In his campaign platform last spring, Mr Leatherman, President of 
the SGA, stated that he felt the SGA needed to reorganize its train of 
thought, that the President of the SGA is a "servant" of the students, 
and that there should be a unification of the entire student body of 
Methodist College. One way to organize or unify the students is to get

The SGA officials can only do so much to serve the students and the 
school They can offer leadership and direction, but the students 
themselves must be willing to carry out their share of the responsibility 
of helping this school to grow and mature It is evident that the students 
are taking more interest in the entertainment that is offered on campus 
than they have in the past. Yet this interest should also be shown in 
other areas of campus life The SGA has invited students to become 
involved in their own student government, the Senate holds open 
meetings at which the students are invited to attend, the various 
organizations and clubs on campus are constantly trying to recruit new 
members, and the school teams, both conference and intramural are 
open to the students. 

The opportunities are numerous and varied. It is now up to the 
students to take a more active role in their school, be it in the student 
government or other fields, for without action come stagnation and 
ultimately death.

Selective Service Info 



The Selective Service System 
today clarified expected policy 
change! on undergraduate 
student deferments 

College students who were 
enrolled full-time* in the 1970-71 
academic year will be eligible for 
student deferments in the 1971-72 
school year if they continue to 
make satisfactory progress in 
their programs of study, 
Selective Service officials said. 
However, young men who 
entered school for the first time 
this summer and those who enroll 
as freshmen this fall will not 
qualify for student deferments 
since the pending changes to the 
Selective Service Act were 
passed by Congress. 

Dr. Curtis W. Tarr, Selective 
Service Director, said: "Few 
incoming freshmen students are 
likely to be inducted in the near 
future because of the student 
deferment phaseout. Of the 
1,034,006 incoming freshmen 
males estimated by the Office of 
Education, approximately 80 
percent are 18 years old and only 
20 percent are 19 years of age or 
older The 18 year olds still 
receive their lottery numbers in 
1972, and they will not be subject 
to induction until 1973, when draft 
calls should be low. The 19 year 
old freshmen received their 
lottery numbers August 5 of this 
year and will be subject to 
induction next year; at least Vt 
should have high enough lottery 
numbers to preclude their 
induction. Of those remaining, 
approximately 50 percent will be 
disqualified on mental, moral or 
physical grounds. 

This means that a maximum of 
50.000 men will be directly 
affected in 1972 by the student 
deferment phaseout and one-half 
of these, or 25,000, will probably 
not be inducted because of 
enlistments in Regular, Reserve 
or National Guard units, 
participating in commissioning 
programs or because of 
procedural delays. 

Dr. Tarr said that college 
students will not be drafted in the 
middle of a semester or term. "If 
called while enrolled, they will be 
allowed to postpone their 
induction until the end of the 
semester, or term. If in their last 
academic year, they will be able 
to postpone their induction until 
after graduation." 

Dr. Tarr advised incoming 
freshmen and students who 
started their program of study in 
the summer of 1971 or later not to 
file applications for student 
deferments even though the 
current law authorizes granting 
deferments to students in full- 
time programs of study. 

"If the pending Selective 



Service legislation does not 
pass. Tarr said, "it would not be 
in a registrant's best interest to 
obtain a student deferment which 
would extend his liability until 
age 3S. Should Congress change 
the legislation to provide for 
(feferm«nts for new incoming 
freshmen, which is most unlikely, 
applications for deferments will 
not be jeopardized by delaying 
their submission until after 
1 of the new law." 



The President's authority for 
the induction of all men under 35, 
except for those who have or who 
have had deferments, expired on 
June 30, 1971 If Congress had not 
reinstated the general induction 
authority, the President could 
have authorized the induction of 
those registrants who hold or 
have held deferments. If this had 
happened, Selective Service 
officials believed that manpower 
requirements of the Department 
of Defense probablv could have 
been met by inducting those 
young men who have recently 
dropped deferments because 
they graduated, dropped out of 
school, or changed their 
occupations. Recent college 
graduates or dropouts would 
have made up the bulk of 
inductions, the officials said The 
officials added that cancellations 
of deferments probably would not 
have been necessary nor would it 
have been necessary to call those 
who have passed into the second 
priority selection group. 

Currently, there are 
approximately six million young 
men under age 35 with 
deferments. Approximately 
500,000 of these normally lose 
their deferments during a 12- 
month period. The largest groups 
of deferred men are those who 
have received fatherhood, 
occupational or student de-

Poll Results Analyzed 



On October 20, the Student 
Academic Affairs Committee 
handed out a poll concerning mid 
term grades to students during 
assembly. Of 206 students 
responding to the poll, only 44 
were satisfied with the present 
system. 41 believed that the 
practice of giving mid-term 
grades should be abolished 
completely. Seven students were 
in favor of giving mid term 
grades only to freshmen in the 
fall semester while twenty 
wanted mid-term grades to be 
given only if the student is not 
progressing satisfactorily (if he 
has a D or F in the course). 
Fifteen students were in favor of 
mid term grades being given to 
freshmen in the fall semester as 
well as to those making a D or F. 



The greatest number of votes 
(79) was cast for the final 
suggestion stating that mid-term 
grades should not be given to 
anyone, but that the teacher 
should arrange for a conference 
with a student making a D or F at 
their mutual convenience. 

The results indicate that less 
than a quarter of the students 
responding to the poll are happy 
with policy as it now exists. As a 
result, the Student Academic 
Affairs Committee presented a 
proposal to the Academic Affairs 
Committee recommending that 
the teacher confer with a student 
making a D or F, but that no 
grades be given to any students. 
The proposal was tabled for 
further consideration, but will be 
acted upon in the near future.

Basically, Mr. Green said that 
his sculpture was patterned aftei 
the sense of structure, function, 
and solidity found in the bridges 
ind towers that man creates. 
This solid simplicity of form and 
structure was evident in all the 
sculpture despite the variety in 
the surface of the work 

When asked if an artist should 
comment upon his own work. Mr 
Green said that he believed an 
artist must explain the meaning 
of the work to some extent under 
certain conditions. Hopefully, the 
work conveys the artist's purpose 
to the viewer, but it is often 
helpful for the artist to clarify his 
own thoughts when he verbalizes 
to others 

Because Mr Green enjoys 
creating sculpture, he hopes that 
others can share the same sense 
of enjoyment through viewing it. 

The exhibit that was displayed 
during the month of October was 
by Cindy Ferguson, a former 
Methodist College student The 
exhibit, consisting of twenty-two 
acrylic and oil paintings, was 
primarily abstract in nature The 
work shown, some borrowed 
from the owners, had a great 
emotional quality and a dramatic 
use of color and design. Mr. 
Green used the words "very 
expressive" in commenting upon 
the paintings.

One man's life and his 
influence on others around him 
varies according to the nature of 
the man.

Lecornu, Instructor of Sociology 
here at Methodist College is one 
of the helpers 

Mr. Lecornu's educational 
experience includes both the 
small college and the large 
university. He attended Millsaps 
College in Jackson. Mississippi 
his freshman year and returned 
to Millsaps for his junior year. 
His sophomore and senior years 
were spent at Mississippi State 
University in State College, 
Mississippi, where he received an 
A B. degree in Sociology. He then 
attended Emory University for 
nine straight quarters where he 
obtained a Bachelor of Divinity 
degree He received his M.S. 
degree in Sociology from 
Mississippi University. He is 
presently working on his Ph. D. 
degree at North Carolina State 
University in Raleigh. 

While in college, Mr. Lecornu 
got married at the end of his 
sophomore year. The Lecornu's 
first child, Teresa, was born in 
1958. A second child, Timmy, was 
born in 1961. Since going to school 
and being the head of a family is 
a big task, Mr. Lecornu 
supplemented his income by 
teaching Introductory Sociology 
at Georgia State College in 
Atlanta and by doing religious 
research on a specific church in 
Atlanta and its surrounding 
neighborhoods. 

Mr. Lecornu's primary 
interests are his family, 
teaching, and doing sociological 
research. His family is most 
important to him. Mrs. Lecornu 
is a second grade teacher at the 
College Lakes Elementary 
School. 



Another interest of his is 
sports Besides being a great 
Yankee fan, Mr Lecornu is one of 
the Monarchs most avid and 
vocal fans 

Lecornu feels teachers should 
be continually learning and 
seeking out new aspects of life. A 
teacher with a closed mind is not 
a good teacher; a good teacher is 
one who leaves himself open to 
new ideas, opinions, and findings. 

Social Psychology is his 
favorite course here at 
Methodist.

Does Anyone Care? 



Fellow Students, 

SMALLTALK has a problem, a 
problem that concerns the entire 
college community. The root of 
the problem is difficult to 
explain, but 1 would like to try to 
do so. 

However. 1 think it would be 
well to present some facts 
concerning this newspaper 
before turning to the discussion of 
the problem. In the constitution 
ol SMALLTALK it is stated: it 
shall be the purpose of this 
organization to publish and cause 
to be printed sMALL TALK, a 
newspaper of general circulation 
among the students, faculty, 
trustees, alumni, and friends of 
Methodist College" (Article 1, 
Section 2i This is the only 
purpose of the paper. We have 
attempted to be an impartial 
voice on campus, a place where 
differing views could be fairly 
presented to the college 
community. 

On certain occasions the paper 
has taken a stand on a major 
issue, and in the past, the 
editorials have expressed 
viewpoints on specific matters. 
However, the editorials are the 
expressed opinions of their 
authors and are not intended to 
reflect or state in any manner the 
official opinion of this 
organization. For the past two 
semesters, the editorials have 
been written by both the 
Associate Editor, and the editor. 

FINANCIAL BACKING 

A second section of the 
constitution reads: "This 
organization shall be financed 
through the receipt of an 
allocation of student activity fees 
in accordance with the 
procedures prescribed by the 
trustees and administration of 
Methodist College." (Article 2, 
Section 1) It further states: 
"Additional revenue will be 
raised by other means deemed 
necessary and desirable in 
accordance with the procedures 
prescribed by the board trustees 
and administration of Methodist 
College." 

(Article 2, Section 2) 
Concerning the major financing 
of the paper, the allocation from 
student activity fees, the present 
total operating budget of sMALL 
TALK, approved by the 
administration during the spring 
semester of the 1970-71 academic 
year, is $3,227.90. In the two 
major portions of the budget, 
$2,622.90 is allocated for printing 
expenses and the remaining 
$605.00 is for general expenses. If 
any student wishes to check these 
figures, I would be most happy to 
show them both the itemized 
budget and the financial books of 
the paper. 

As for the second section of our 
financial policy, sMALL TALK 
will accept ads from local 
business establishments. We 
charge $1.50 for a one column by 



one inch ad, with a maximum 
m/c of two columns by two inches 
for any one ad. charge for which 
is $6.00. 

ST\FF REQUIREMENTS 

Concerning the membership 
requirements of the sMALL 
TALK staff, we require: 1) that 
the staff member be a full time 
student; and 2> that the staff 
member have an accumulative 
average of 2.0. (Article 3, Section 
1 1 The requirements for the 
position of editor are: 1 > that the 
editor be a member of either the 
junior or senior class at the time 
he or she takes office; 2> that the 
editor must have served a 
minimum of two consecutive 
semesters on the staff prior to 
assuming the office; and 3) that 
the editor must have an 
accumulative grade average of 
2.5. (Article 4, Section 2) 

The paper's policy on articles, 
though not written in the 
constitution, is based on Federal 
mailing laws, slander and 
obscenity laws, and on verbal 
agreements with the 
administration We set only three 
requirements on each article that 
is submitted: 

1 ) that the author's identity be 
known, though we will withhold 
such information if he or she so 
desires; 2) that the article be 
edited for slander and 
obscenities; and 3> that the 
article be edited for proper 
English 

( RITICISM ANSWERS 
1 would like to turn my 
attention to some of the criticism 
aimed at sMALL TALK It has 
been accused of being childish or 
amateurish and being on a par 
with a second-rate high school 
paper. Some of our critics have 
expressed their dissatisfaction 
with both particular articles, 
either those that comprise a 
series (ie: "Faculty Profile," 
"Dark Corners" > or an individual 
article, and the paper in general 

It is taken for granted that 
sMALL TALK will be out every 
other Tuesday. Very little 
thought seems to be given to the 
time and effort that goes into 
each issue of the paper While I 
appreciate any and all 
constructive criticism, I have 
become a little fed up with 
hearing sarcastic, destructive 
statements from students who 
can nor or will not be bothered 
with helping us. 

In all fairness, I can not 
continue to ask the staff of this 
paper to do any more than they 
are already doing. The mere 
handful of students from a 
student body of over seven 
hundred, that make up the staff 
have already spent long hours at 
night writing, typing and 
generally working hard to get 
each issue out. Often we have 
worked as late as midnight for 



two and even three straight 
nights to lay out a single issue. 
This does not include classes that 
are cut and weekends spent 
covering events on campus 
These students should be 
commended, not criticized, for 
their efforts 

PROPOSED CHANGES 
Now I have reached the crux of 
the problem I can no longer ask 
the staff to do more 'han their 
fair share of the work. This is 
your paper, printed for your 
benefit with your money I am 
asking for the help of the student 
body to keep sMALL TALK alive 
Because of the apparent lack of 
interest on the part of the 
students and the pressing 
academic and private needs of 
the individual staff members, I 
have asked the staff to support 
my decision to change sMALL 
TALK from a bi-monthly paper to 
a monthly one, to go into effect 
immediately. This step will mean 
necessary changes in the format 
of the paper, and we will take the 
needed steps. 

sMALL TALK is one of the few 
traditions that we have here at 
Methodist. The first issue 
appeared in November of 1961 I 
hate to think that it would soon be 
discontinued 

Students, I am asking you to 
take an interest and an active 
part in sMALL TALK. You can 
help by submitting articles, 
writing Letters to the Editor to 
express your own opinions, or by 
providing assistance to the staff 

I do not feel that this is too 
much to request. We need your 
help. Without it, the only 
alternative is the demise of the 
Methodist College sMALL TALK

To The Editor: 

A year ago I wrote you of our 
interest in the nation's excessive 
campus suicide rate, which in the 
meantime has continued to rise. 
Our Student Division wanted to 
make some constructive 
contribution to its reduction 
From our coast-to-coast survey it 
became clear that a large part of 
the difficulty grew out of the 
feeling of isolation of too many 
students who for one reason or 
another were "loners ." This 
being the case, it seemed certain 
that a helpful line of approach 
would be through the student 
body rather than through the 
Administration. The students 
themselves could take some 
personal responsibility for seeing 
to it that new arrivals 
immediately found themselves 
among friends. 

As a start, we selected very 
carefully 40 undergraduates in 
local colleges, and gave them a 
little intensive training that we 
thought might be helpful. I 
enclose our program. 



This was so favorably 
indeed, enthusiastically received 
that we believe something of the 



sort twith many local variations, 
of course) can be done more 
widely. It does not involve 
money, so much as mere good 
will. 

I am writing you, not to ask 
that you publish anything, so 
much as that you pass the idea 
along to some active and socially- 
minded students of your 
acquaintance You and your 
associates would know how this 
might best be handled in your 
own community. Perhaps student 
body funds could be used to meet 
any extra expense of a few 
lectures and discussion groups, 
covering some of the material in 
our own program that you 
thought most needed The mere 
act ot focussing attention on the 
necessity of friendship would go 
far to correct any unfavorable 
conditions that may now exist on 
the campus. 

We are eager to cooperate in 
any way.

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Adolescent Suicides Studied 



(Editor's Note This is a follow 
up on an article that appeared in 
the December 15, 1970 issue of 
sMALL TALK The letter that 
appears on this page 
accompanied this article.) 

Ariolt'scnci' Suit ides Studied 
Suicide has increased steadily 
among American adolescents, 
and the cause can be described as 
"progressive isolation from 
meaningful social relationships," 
says sociologist Jerry Jacobs 
after an intensive study of 
attempted suicide by 50 
adolescents from 15 to 18 years of 
age. 

There is a long standing history 
of problems, usually beginning in 
childhood. With the onset of 
adolescence, problems increase, 
for a variety of reasons, and the 
youth's attempts to find means of 
coping with these problems and 
in failure Less drastic actions 
are tried, and fail; there is no 
one to give help, and death seems 
the only alternative. 

This is a conscious and rational 
choice, Dr Jacobs insists, and he 
rejects most of the current work 
on the subject because it tried to 
find unconscious and irrational 
motives The victim tells, or 
writes, what he feels, and this is 
adequate explanation, without 
appealing to "the id, the ego, and 
the superego" and so forth; it is 
all there in plain daylight. This 
analysis likewise makes the 
prediction of suicide easier - we 
can take the subject's word for it. 

It also illuminates the path 
toward prevention, in the 
author's view. These youngsters 
were in high school, but the 
argument would seem to hold 
good equally in the college years. 
The youth suffered from "a 
complete breakdown of 
meaningfuul social 
relationships" and felt that in 
school he would overcome this - 
he saw the school, with hundreds 
of others of his own age around 
him, as primarily a place to 
socialize, but his efforts to do so 
were thwarted by learning. If the 
school had realized the 
importance of their institution to 
the adolescent in his search for 
meaningful relationships, they 
could easily have done much to 



prevent suicide and also to 
prevent dropouts. 

Could not a great deal be done 
by making more physicians 
available'' Many readers will be 
surprised by the author's ideas on 
this When the school finds a 
possible suicide it wants to have 
nothing to do with it - bad 
publicity might result; so it 
hastens to a physician, 
psychiatrist, psychologist, social 
work and what do these experts 
do'' In two studies that are cited, 
"we find a common theme: fear, 
frustration, ambivalence and-ot 
a complete immobilization' on 
the part of the therapists toward 
their patients " "Clinicians are, 
of course, well aware of their 
shortcomings and fear the 
suicide of their patient, an act 
which would reflect badly upon 
their reputation (or that of their 
agency I Then, too, there is the 
attack upon their ego, the 
responsibility, and should they 
fail, the guilt. In fact, the expert 
is subject to all the woes of the 
non expert and then some." 

Dr. Jacobs mentions many 
other difficulties, one of which is 
the point of view, in many 
therapies, that the therapist 
should avoid "personal'' 
relationships with his client. He 
must be objective! But in this 
case a "personal relationship" is 
the one thing that the patient 
craves the one thing that might 
save his life. The expert is 
surrounded by records and case 
histories, may be seen only by 
appointment, infrequently and 
formally. Patients do not enter 
the home or the private life of the 
worker, nor do they violate his 40- 
hour week. To reach the worker, 
the patient must act through 
intermediaries - for example, 
secretaries and receptionists 
Beyond all this, many students 
have said that they would 
hesitate to consult a college 
psychiatrist to whom they might 
be referred because the fact, on 
the record, might be a handicap 
in seeking employment in future 
years. It is to be hoped that such 
difficulties as these which Dr. 
Jacobs describes are not too 
frequent, but they do point 



clearly to the fact that, if the 
basic problem is one of need for 
friendship, it may also be met 
profitably in a variety of other 
ways. 

In this study he is dealing with 
a high school population, in which 
the suicide rate is increasing; in 
the college population conditions 
are still worse; and as most of the 
writers on the subject do not fail 
to mention, the fairly large 
amount of effort made during 
recent years with suicide 
prevention centers, telephone 
Hot Lines, and an educational 
campaign, seems to have had no 
effect whatsoever in reducing the 
rate. In addition to everything 
else that has been done, most of 
which is extremely important 
(no one can question the value of 
suicide prevention centers and of 
psychiatrists!), Dr. Jacob's 
insistence that the schools 
themselves should accept some 
responsibility for the social life of 
their students demands 
immediate attention. 

Says Karen P Blaker, "In my 
opinion, the dichotomy between 
what the social system of the 
college offers and what the 
student needs may be basic to the 
high rate of college suicides." 
Focussing on dropouts (67 
percent at Stanford!) Professor 
John D. Black found that a 
majority cited "boredom and 
frustration" and he reported to 
the faculty that "The depth of 
feeling expressed by some of the 
students suggests that only a 
very substantial change in the 
campus atmosphere would 
relieve their distress." The 
suicide problem and the dropout 
problem are not unrelated. The 
student Division of the American 
Institute of Family Relations 
offers help in dealing with the 
social aspects of campus life, 
which can improve the general 
level of student mental health. 
Dr. Jacobs (assistant professor 
of sociology at the University of 
California at Riverside) has 
made a fundamental contribution 
to betterment of conditions which 
are yearly becoming more 
damaging.

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Poll Results Analyzed 
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Last year a poll concerning the 
Christian atmosphere on campus 
was distributed in assembly The 
results of the following poll have 
subsequently been analyzed. 

At a meeting of the Religious 
Life Committee the results of the 
poll were carefully analyzed. The 
second part of the poll was of 
particular interest to the 
committee, since it contained 
suggestions from the students 
about improving various phases 
of campus life 

I. Campus and Social activities 

The general consensus of 
opinion was that the quality of 
Christian atmosphere was fair to 
poor in this area 

■>. Student-Faculty relations 

The opinion in this area was 
fairly evenly divided. However, 
many students suggested that 
they would enjoy meeting with 
the faculty in small, informal 
group situations. They noted that 
Methodist College emphasized 
this informal relationship 
between faculty and students, but 
that it does not always exist. 

1 Dormitory Life 

During Faith and Life week 
last year the focus was on 
dormitory life Most students 
expressed general dissatisfaction 
with the quality of Christian 
atmosphere in the dormitories. 
The main concern did not center 
around the noise, but on the 
vandalism of the men's dorms 
However, the students did feel 
that student should exercise 
more responsibility by keeping 
quiet so others can study and by 
not destroying dormitory 
property As one student aptly 
put it, "I only lived in the dorm 
one semester, thank God." 

I. Academic matters 

The main concern was on pre- 
registration and cheating 
Students offerred the following 
suggestions about pre- 
regist ration: 

a. Have registration in the 
student union and take a day off 
from classes to do it. 

b. Have the instructors in the 
student union to register students 
and to answer questions 
concerning courses.

Numerous students spoke out on 
cheating They said that teachers 
are simply naive in this matter 
The large majority of students do 
not cheat, but is is annoying to 
them to see teachers allow a 
small minority to cheat by 
leaving the room during tests 

5. Frequency and variety of 
worship 

Students were generally 
divided on the quality of 
Christian atmosphere in this 
area, but there were few 
suggestions concerning 
improvement in this area. 

(i. Student-Administration 
relations 

In general students said that 
there should be an effort on both 
sides to respect each other and 
come to a mutual understanding. 
Suggestions in this area 
concerned a student on the Board 
of Trustees and cooperation

You should try to understand 
the motives of others and not be 
hasty or vindictive in your 
reactions.

For the past few years Mr 
Philip Crutchfield and some of 
his student assistants have been 
busily preparing an excellent 
collection of invertebrates for the 
benefit of Methodist College 
science students.

Mr Crutchfield plans to keep a 
record of what is given to each 
school in order to supplement the 



PRINCETON, N.J. 
Graduate and Professional 
School Opportunities for Minority 
Students, a reference book about 
academic and special assistance 
programs offered by 900 
graduate and professional 
schools for Black and other 
minority group students, is now 
being distributed to many college 
guidance counselors 

The book, published by 
Educational Testing Service with 
the support of a $55,000 grant 
from the Henry Luce Foundation 
of New York City, contains 
information on programs and 
services tailored for minority- 
group students, now under 
represented in the nation's 
graduate and professional 
schools. All information is 
provided by the 900 schools 
included in the book. 

For example, each entry 
describes a school's admissions 
standards, fee waiver and 



collections as new specimens are 
prepared He eventually hopes to 
make small collections for junior 
high schools In addition, he plans 
to contact special groups who 
might have an interest in 
obtaining the free collections 
The only requirement is that the 
schools pick up the collections at 
their convenience. 

The present Methodist College 
collection contains over 1200 
specimens that are presently 
being catalogued by the student 
assistants. This collection is 
based on one begun by John 
Clamp, a former Methodist 
College student He donated 
approximately 450 specimens to 
the collection with the remaining 
ones being collected by science 
students on trips to the Noith 
Carolina coast. 



financial aid programs, and any 
fellowship programs for Blacks 
or other minority groups If a 
school actively recruits students 
from minority groups, that fact is 
indicated Some schools also give 
the percentage of such students 
currently enrolled in their 
institution. 

Plans call for distributing more 
than 17.000 copies of the book free 
of charge during the coming 
academic year to Black. Mexican 
American, and Puerto Rican 
students and student 
organizatoions. to libraries, and 
to college and graduate school 
counselors 

Graduate and Professional 
School Opportunities for Minority 
Students was first published two 
years ago by the Harvard Yale 
Columbia Intensive Summer 
Studies Program to improve 
communications between 
minority groups and graduate- 
level institutions. The most 
recent edition also had support 
from the Luce Foundation. 

Mrs. Louise D. Stone is editor 
of the third edition of Graduate 
and Professional School Opportu- 
nities for Minority Students. Mrs 
Stone, a feature writer f ir 
Contact, a minority employment 
magazine, was formerly a 
columnist for the Washington 
Afro-American, Chicago Daily 
Defender, and the Washington 
Post. She has also been a tutoring 
assistant in the Washington. D. C. 
anti-poverty program and a 
media specialist in advertising A 
graduate of Colby College. Mrs 
Stone attended the New York 
School of Social Work 

She is the wife of Chuck Stone, 
a journalist and author of several 
books on the Black experience in 
America. Mr. Stone, who once 
served as a special assistant to 
Congressman Adam Clayton 
Powell, is now director of 
minority affairs for ETS The 
Stones have three children and 
live in Trenton, New Jersey, 
where Mrs Stone is active in 
several community and 
educational projects, including 
the Trenton Human Relations 
Council. 

The current edition is endorsed 
by the Graduate Business 
Admissions Council, the 
Graduate Record Examinations 
Board, and the Law School 
Admission Test Council Testing 
and research programs 
sponsored by these groups are 
conducted by ETS. a nonprofit 
educational measurement and 
research organization.
